Summary 



On May 21 , 2003, an Examiner's Answer was sent to the Appellant and to the 
Board of Patents Appeals. On October 27, 2005, the Board reversed the Examiner. A 
Notice of Allowance follows. 



Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As discussed on p.6 of the Board Decision, the Castiglia reference does not 
provide any hint that elastic material used in the context of an ankle wrap lacks comfort 
or support. The Wise reference does not indicate that elastic material affords better 
comfort or support than elastic material. Therefore, the combination of Castiglia and 
Wise do not disclose or suggest the Appellant's invention substantially as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
